With a Proclamation by the Lord Maior. of Londen. 
JT is this day erdered by the ſaid Committee of tle Lords and Commons, thar-tke perſons hereafter 
mentioned, ſhall be diſarmed, and their perſons ſecured; , Thatis to fay,. : 

Firſt,all of ability and eſtate, who have rot contriburedto the.deferce ofrhe Kingdome » upon the 
propoſirions heretofore i ſſued tcr that purpoſe, whoſe names rc cortaired in a Roll kercunto anne- 
xed under the hand {of t he Clerke of the Commons Houſe of Parliament... : 

All ſuch as by name hare been voted by borh or either of tbe Houlzs of-Parſ1amerit, tO be diſarmed 
or to bedelinquents. A Roll wherof is hereunto annexed underthe hands of rhe. foreſaid Commurtee. 

All Popiſh Recuſants, or wſtly ſulpeted of Pcprry, or whoſe wives are Popift Recuſant-, or 
whoſe children are Popiſhly bred : all that have contributed tothe warres againſt the Parlirment. 

The Armes and Horſes to be faugd in the Heufes of any Biſhops or Deane',and Chapters, or 0» 
: ther ſupected places ta br,cerſed and brought toany of i he places hecrea f rer appoyrred , and the Py 

fons thatare to diſarme and ſecure the parſons heereby intended to be diſarme@and {ecured ſhallterc 
have power-and authority toenter into and ſearch the houſes ofthe ſaid Biſkops, Deanes ard Ch:pters, and all other Townes ard 
places whereany \uſpeted perſons doe uſually lodge or abide,zndto feize and ſecure the. ſaid fuſpeted perions. . | , 

' Forthe effeRing ofthe premiſes, the ſeveral! and reſpeRire Colonels, Lieutenant C olonels, Capraires,and otter Offtcerzof - - 
trained Bands of the ſeverall Wards within the Citic of London, are hereby authorized and required to diſarme rhe perſcns betore 
mentioned within their ſeveral} Wards,and other their places within their Liberties ; and totake and ceize all their Horle:, Armes, 
and Ammunition, or other proviſion of warre,and to ceiſe npon and ſecure their perſons. | a : 

The ſeveral! Aldermenand A ldermens Deputies , common Couneel] men,Conſtables, ardatl otter perſons are required tO bee al- 
&Rting and aiding tothe ſaid ſevera!l Officers and trained Bands in the exccution of the premiſes. 

| Fhar the premiſes may with the better effe and fpecd be executed,rt, will bee conveniens that the trained Bands 1n cach Ward be 
divided inth three or more ſeveral] Companies, which is hercby required, un!eſſethe reſpeRive Officers and perſons intruſted with rhe: 
ſervice upon the place,and uponemergencies ſhall findecauſe to dce otherwiſe. | 

The Lord Mayorandthe Sheriffes of the Citic of London, Sergeant Maior General! S#;jpsn, together with ſuch;perſons as they 
ſhall chinke Gtrocalltotheir aſſiſtance, arehereby required to ule all care and diligence rhat the premiſes bee cx:cuted according to 
the intent of theſe preſents. _ | 

The perſcns of Tuch as by intent of this Order are to be ſecured, ſhallbe brought unto the places hereafter mentioned,that 1s to ſay,un- 
to Greſham Colledge, and Crosby Houſe in Bifhops-gate-ſireer, Wincheſter bouſe in cr neere the Burrough of Scuthwarke. ; the. 
houſe of the rm. pf London, neer the Church of S.Paxls, Lambeth houſe, the houſe of the Deane and Chepter of Weſtminſter, 
and Ely houſe. And it is left tothe diſcretionlofthe Officers of the reſpeRive trained Bands,to which ofthe ſaid-houſes they ſhall carry 
theperſons of rhoſe whom they ſhall apprehend. 

The ſevcrall honſes and places where the perſons appretended ſhall remaine,ſhall have gnards ſetabonr them of ſuch number of the 
trained Bande,or others, as the ſaid Lord Maior and Shrriffes of the City of London, and Sergeant Maior Generall St:ppoz,or afty of 
7 them ſhall appoint.
